Vidalia, Ga., February 6.—-(Special.) 
Homer Stewart, a negro, who had kill- 
ed another negro and wounded two 
others so that they are not expected 
to live, was taken from the officers 
today and lynched, it is reported, by 
members of his own race. 

The trouble started at a negro festi- 
val which was being held at Cedar 
Crossing, a small town about fifteen 
miles from this city. In a pitched bat- 
tle that ensued, Stewart shot and in- 
stantly killed Homer Wooten and prob- 
ably fatally wounded two others.

COL. B. W. WRENN © 
GOES INTO BEYOND 


He Served on Gen. Lee’s Staff 
and Was Prominent in 
Railway Circles. 


New York, February 6.—Colonel 
Beverly Winfred Wrenn. who served 
through the civil war as aide on Gen- 
eral Robert E, Lee’s staff, died here 
tonight from the effects of a small 
cut inflicted while. removing some 
callous flesh from his foot with a 
razor three weeks ago. Blood poison 
set in, and to prevent its spread his 
leg was amputated last Saturday. The 
colonel, who was 67 years old, is sur- 
vived by three sons and a widow, who 
is at present in the south. 

Colonel Wrenn was born at Cul- 
pepper, Vas, and first. served with 
General Jackson as a telegrapher. He 
wanted more action and he became 
an aide to Genera! Lee, for whom, it is 
said, he carried the message to Grant 
at Appomattox offering to discuss 
terms of surrender. After the war he 
was associated with Henry B. Plant; 
and was for many years general man- 
ager of the Plant steamship lines,

‘GEORGIA OOZING WITH GOLD

New Haven, Conn.,, February 6.— 
(Special.)—-Georgia may prepare for a 
‘rush of golq seekers and miners, for 
it is, according to one who claims to 
know, the greatest Eldorado of the 
new world. That state, he says, is 
fairly oozing with gold, platinum, 
lead, asbestos, mica and only waits the 
pick and shovel to lay it bare. 

If appearance is any indication of 
Morris Smith, ‘it certainly looks the 
truth, for he has returned to New 
Haven, after an absence of twenty 
years, laden with worldly goods—th¢ 
kind that sparkles and gleams, and 
with a bank account that would 
choke New York's subways or dam 
up many of the Georgia streams. 

Twenty years ago Donald, Morris 
Hirgth, the son of a tailor, left New 
Haven and dropped out of sight. He 
was lost entirely to his relatives, who, 
one by one died, until a mother and a 
brother are the only survivors. Young 
Hirsch roamed out into the gold 
fields of Colorado and California. 
Then into the copper fields of the 


northwest. Fortune did not smile 
upon him. In despair, Hirsch changed 
his name and went south, finally land- 
ing in Georgia.

A Letter to Wilson. 

A part of the evidence submitted to 
the house committee is a copy of a 
letter written by.

When asked why a new investigation 
Was not instituted in view of this 
situation and in view of the public 
demand for information, Mr, McCabe 
told the committee that the state of 
Florida by that time had taken the 
matter in hand and was conducting an 
inquiry. 

Representative ‘Clark said today that 
Secretary Wilson would be summoned 
as a witness and that he would be 
asked concerning an interview he had 
with the Florida rgpresentative some 
time ago in which the secretary is said 
to have admitted that he had sup- 
pressed the report on the Everglades 
lands. Mr. Clark charges this was 
Gone at the request of the land com- 
panies. 

Not Protecting Feols. 

He said that, together with four Flor- 
éda citizens, he called on Secretary Wéil- 
eon to ask why the report was sup- 
pressed. One of these men was W. R, 
Hardee, of Jensen, Fla., who recently 
made a statement that Secretary Wil- 
son said:

“A few days later they called at my 
office and in the presence of the office 
engheer continued their demands, not 
onlyithat«the circular letter be dis- 
continued, but that we send to all to 
whom we had sent circulars a retrac: 
tion of certain statements in them 
which were especially displeasing, 
Upon my refusal to entertain such a 
proposition Mr. Howe informed me in 
some what strong language that un- 
less I acceded to thetr wishes they 
would take the matter up higher and 
compel me to suppress. all information 
regarding the Everglades. Both Di- 
rector True and myself refused to dis- 
cuss the matter further with them, 

Ordered to Keep Quiet. 

“Soon after I received instructions 
from your office, through the director, 
to send no further copies of the cir- 
cular nor furnish information. of any 
kind to inquiries concerning the Ever- 
glades, 

“The direction from you to furnish 
no further information concerning the 
Everglades was emphasized in the fol- 
lowing May, when [ was called by you 
into your offices and emphatically cau- 
tioned to give no information whatever 
to anyone about the Everglades, As 
I remember, you remarked that the 
scate and real estate dealers were en- 
gaged in a promotion scheme that the 
department should have nothing to do 
with.” 

The circular said to have been sup- 
pressed by Secretary Wilson also will 
be in evidence before the committee. 
This circular was made up on account 
of public demand for information while 
the printed report from Engineer 
Wright, which was bulky, was being 
awaited. Engineer Elliott outlined por-. 
tions of the circular, unfavorable to 
the exploitation schemes of the land 
syndicates, whieh he declared Howe 
and Wills demanded that he retract. 
The circular in the main recited the 
government reclamation and drainage 
plans for the Everglades, and included 
many favorable references to the pros- 
pects. 

Report Not Made. 

In his statement to Secretary Wilson, 
Elliott said he directed Wright, in 
April, 1908, to make a complete report 
of the Everglade investigation, and 
that in the June following he (Elliott) 
went to Europe at Secretary Wilson’s 
direction to study drainage. When he 
returned in September, to his surprise, 
he found the preparation of the re- 
port had been dropped as ‘soon as he 
had departed. 

“In answer to my request for an ex- 
planation,” wrote Mr. Elliott, “Mr. 
Wright replied that Governor Broward, 
of Florida, would undoubtedly be de- 
feated in the coming election, and that 
the succeeding administration would 
probably have no interest in the Flori- 
da roject, and he did not think it 
worth while to complete the report. 

“I informed him that that was no 
coneern of ours, and did not in any 
way release us from the duty of pre- 
paring a prompt and careful report

tive power centralized in the hands of 
one strong, unscrupulous man may 
easily be adequate in critical times to 
remove all limitations upon his tenure 
and to change the essential character 
of the government,” said Mr. McCall. 

“Under the consulship of Caesar, the 
annual election to the leadership of 
the Roman republic became an idle 
form and this annual farce was per- 
formed each year for centuries under 
Augustus, Nero and other emperors. 

“And you ask for an instance 
nearer to our Own country and time 
you have only to turn to the neigh- 
boring republic of Mexico, where au- 
tocracy paved the way for revolution 
and only a bloody war terminated the 
rule of a president.” 

Quoted From Roosevelt. 

Mr. McCall devoted mu¢h of his 
speech to quotations from the former 
presidents against the third term idea. 
He dwelt at length particularly upon 
the utterance of Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt, saying the latter had not at- 
tempt to equivocate or quibble over 
the technicality of a “second elective 
term.”’ 

Twice he quoted from President 
Roosevelt's statement after his election 
in 1904 the following sentence: 

“Under no circumstances will I be 
a candidate for or accept another nom- 
ination.” 

Mr. McCall said in the framing. of 
the constitution the presidential ten- 
ure was one of’ the foremost among 
the problems that received the 
thoughtful consideration of the con- 
vention. 

For nearly a century and a quarter, 


he pointed out, the precedent of Wash- 
ington in fixing the limit at two terms 
had acquired the force of a constitu: | 
tional limitation, and by prescription 
is had today the validity of ae 
aw. 

“Jefferson's example, following that 
of Washington, removed the question 
of a third term from the politics of 
that time. There was a universial ac- 
quiescence in the practice established 
by Madison and Monroe. -Andrew Jack- 
son did not believe in even’ one re- 
election. 


The Case of Grant. 


“During Grant’s second term there 
Was an agitation, tv secure his elec- 
tion for a third term. After more than 
a year of discussion the question was 
Drought up in congress and on Decem- 
ber 15, 1875, the house of representa- 
tives, by a vote of 233 to 18, passed 
resolution againgt the third term 
idea,~ Four years after his name was 
presented to the republican convention, 
— he was defeated for the nomina- 
tion.” : 

Mr, McCall recalled that on June 190, 

1901, after President McKinley had en- 
tered upon his second term he put him- 
self unequivocally on record against a 
third term by saying he would not ac- 
cept the nomination if it were tender- 
ed him. President Roosevelt, he de- 
clared, was equally emphatic in his re- 
fusal to consider a third term, 
“The nation has no poverty in men,” 
said Mr. McCall in conclusion. “It pos» 
octsstS hundreds of citizens capable of 
performing with high honor the du- 
ties of the presidency. And it will al- 
ways be infinitely safe to dip into the 
great mass of American citizenship in 
order to secure a head for the state 
than to do violence to the uniform 
precedents of our history and to re- 
move the hallowed landmark of repub- 
lican institutions established by George 
Washington and sacredly cherished by 
the nation down to this hour,”

e As an inevitable consequence of. this system, a few of the 
counties bear a part of the load of state administration entirely 
disproportionate to the benefits they receive, and to the responsi- 
bilities shared and benefits enjoyed by other counties. The man 
who succeeds in getting this issue of tax equalization before the 
people in concrete form, so they will respond by bringing pressure 
on the legislature, will be of more genuine and permanent service 
than all the spouting demagogues and artificial issues in the his- 


tory of Georgia. 
He will introduce a new regime into this state—one in which 


our educational and eleemosynary institutions, Sur pensioners, our 
board of health, each other branch of the state government, will 
not have to supplicate each year for enough money for bare main- 
tenance.

OUR SLOW JUDICIAL SYSTEM. 


The Philadelphia Record, commenting, as did The Constitu- 
tion several weeks ago, on the judge-ridden condition of this 
country in contrast with other nations, suggests, as follows, a 
new angle from which one may view the widely-discussed judicial 


recall. device: 

There are greater scandals in our system of administering justice than 
those which wild-eyed reformers think they could eliminate by the judicial 
recall. The dilateriness and expensiveness of justice in the United States have 
become the subject of frequent criticism. When our lumbering juristic machine 
is compared with smooth-working and celeritous judicial establishments of 
other countries our condition must seem appalling even to those prepossessed 
in their favor. England has a population of 32,500,000 persons, quite as active 
industrially and commercially as the American people, yet 200 judges are able 
to attend to all the business of the English courts. In New York city alone 
there are 144 judges, in the state of Pennsylvania 168 and in the whole country 
3,600. With three times the population of England we have eighteen times 
as many judges, thirty times as many appealed cases and forty times as many 
reversals. Surely it needs but to state the facts to show that our judicial 
and legal practices require thorough reformation. 

The judicial recall will not prove a specific for all of the ills 
trom which our judicial system suffers, and which The Record so 
graphically outlines. A community may recall an unpopular, a 
venal or an obdurate judge—but the only way to recall baneful 
technicalities, worn-out precedent and time-killing procedure is 
through congress and the legislatures. 

America, overrunning with judges, is afflicted with more crime 
to the thousand of population than England, with her scant 200 
judges, but with machine-like precision and impartiality of her 
courts. America’s case proves, therefore, that there is no virtué in 
numbers, so far as the enforcement of law is concerned. 

Any reform, even the recall itself, will be vain and futile until 
American common sense faces the obvious enormities of our judi- 
cial system, our obviously wanton crime record, and the obvious 
remedy—the latter being in our own hands, whenever we develop 


the energy and the courage to apply it.

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BOYS’ SCOUTS FOUNDER VISITS AMERICA. 


Several hundred thousand vigorous young Americans were 
virtually interested in the arrival in .America of Lieutenant 
General Sir Robert Baden-Powell, of England. Baden-Powell is 
sufficiently known to fame as the “hero of Mafeking.” But the 
boys of Great Britain, as well as of America, know him better as 
the founder of the “Boy. Scouts,” the idea of which has crossed to 
this country from England, and which is evolving in some form 
in nearly every civilized nation in the world. 

Expressed in brief compass, the mission of the boy scouts is 
the encouragement of manhood and patriotism. There is no room 
for the mollycoddle in its ranks. That does not mean that the 
lad who may be a physical weakling is ineligible for membership. 
As a matter of fact, about the best thing that can happen to a 
youngster below normal in the physical sense is active and con- 


are properly captained and live up to the principles of their code. 
For the latter, while it enjoins discipline, self-control and en- 
durance, teaches also gentleness, forbearance, the loftier virtues 
that are as essentially a part of manhood as the more rugged traits. 
So that the boy who is physically handicapped, or has been spoiled 
by too much coddling, often finds in the company of the boy scouts 
a healthy antidote. The code also encourages, to the utmost, the 
life outdoors, and such sports as tend to harden muscle, broaden 
shoulders, and lengthen wind. 

In other words, the gospel of Sir Robert Baden-Powell is doing 
for the very young boys of this country in a physical and ethical 
sense what the Y. M. C. A.—founded also by an Englishman—is 
doing for the young man in a Christian, a physical and ati intel- 
lectual sense. The two movements ase really correlative, and may 
accurately be said to take theif rise in the old philosophy that 
teaches that sound minds abide only in sound bodies. The speed 
with which.the boy scout propaganda has taken hold of all civilized 
countries is the best possible evidence that it fills an actual need. 
Its founder will meet a hearty reception in this country, not only 
from his young admirers, but from Americans generally who recog- 
nize the real service to his credit.

It is characteristic of the women of 
the south to give their best, softly and 
without ostentatiog—and they have not 
abandoned their ancient way when it 
comes to the writing of books. 

The most brilllant’examples of liter- 
ary work by southern women have 
been presented to the world with the 
simplicity of an offering laid upon a 
wayside shine,and she who has given 
of the best that is in her passed quiet- 
ly on with trusting faith that the gift 
may be deemed worthy and prove ac- 
ceptable. 

With this quietness and simpl’city 
there has come to the public notice 
a small volume entitled “By-Paths in 
Dixie,” written by a southern woman— 
Mrs, Lucian H. Cocke, of Roanoke, Va.— 
that strikes a wholly new note in the 
literature of the south. It is a pre- 
sentation of the nursery life.and nurse- 
ry folklore of the southland, the baby-

The volume is made up of short sto- 
ries whose titles “The Rooster Tele- 
phone,” “Old Man Gully’s Hant,” “Jack 
O’Lantern and the Glowworm,” etce., 
give some idea of their themes and 
character. 

The persons introduced include a ne- 
gro mammy, Phyllis, and two small 
children intrusted to her care, and the 
stories are those told by her for the 
entertainment of her.small charges and 
used incidentally to point a moral or 
emphasize a rule of good breeding. 

Mrs. Cocke has two sons, fine, big 
boys, now at Virginia colleges, and her 


children—as all others are associated | 


with her—have rejoiced in what an- 
other southern woman writer describes 
as the author's inimitable gift of story- 
telling. 

“Since mv very little girlhood,” 
writes this friend, “one of the-things 
I remember with most pleasure was 
her stories, told to her small cousin 
and myself on cold winter days before 
a bright fire in H@r nurgery.” 

From Mrs. Cocke herself we have 
the interesting statement that “By- 
Paths in Dixie’ began in a dream. 

“I thought,” she says, “I was trying 
to quiet a little child. To be sure there 
were many unreal ramifications fn the 
dream, but the thread of the story 
remained unbroken.” 

The authoress was married to her 
present husband four or five years ago, 
and their delightful resiuence of many

Washington, February 6.—President 
Taft and his cabinet turned a scrutin- 
izing eye toward Mexico today. Official 
dispatches, placed before the presiden., 
seriously questioned the loyalty ot 
General Pazcual Orozco to the Mexican 
federal government and intimated that 
the present conditions in the state of 
Chihuahua, bordering on Texas, might 
develop into a movement of secession, 
establishing an independent republic In 


the north. 

The president discussed precautious- 
ly measures with his official family 
and tonight the war department has 
sent additional orders to army posts 
‘throughout the country to be ready 
for a possible mobilization, the de- 
partment of justice has instructed its 
agents to exercise all possible vigi- 
lance in enforcing neutrality laws, 
| while the state department has asked 
for quick reports from consular agents 
of any danger in the interior to Ameri- 
cans or their intcrests. 

After today’s cabinet meeting the 
president vrofessed not to be alarmed 
over the situation. It was admitted in 
official circles, however, that the sepa- 
ration of Chihuahua from the remain- 
der of Mexico would create a situa- 
tion different in many respects from 
those that cxisted during the last re- 
bellion. 

American special agents are report- 
ed to be watching the. activity of 
Emilio Vasquez Gomez, now in San 
Antonio, Texas, and declared to be the 
real leader of the new rebellion. It 
was rumored here that Gomez in exile 
might have made common cause with 
Orozco at the moment when the hopes 
of the latter to become governor ol 
Chihuahua were blighted by the feda- 
eral government. 

MADERO REGARDS SITUATION 
AS MATERIALLY IMPROVED. 

Mexico City, February 6.—President 
Madero tonight regarded the situation 
in the state of Chihuahua as materi- 
ally improved. 

The facts concerning conditions 
there are that Braulio Hernandez, the 
secretary,of state of Chihuahua who 
rose in rebellion Sunday and took pos- 
session of Santa Eulalia, has joined 
forces with Antonio Rojas, the Vas- 
quista liberated from the penitentiary 
last week by the mob. Today their 
men were distributed from Santa Isa- 
bel to San Andres. Government troops 
have been sent in pursuit of them. 

The uprising at Camarge has _ not 
been quelled. Minister of the Interior 
Abraham Gonzales visited the place 
for the purpose of restoring order but 
failed to do so. The government now 
proposes to use the same methods em- 
ployed at Juarez—leaving the situation 
for the moment in the hands of Orozco. 
In the meantime 500 government troops 
are held at Jiminez ‘ready to march 
upon the little garrison. Orozco has 
been offered the governorship of the 
state of Chihuahua. He has not yet 
accepted, but in all probability will 
do 80.

Washington, February 6.— Judge 
Gray, in the United States court of the 
third circuit, has issued an injunction 
restraining the defendants in the gov- 
ernment anti-trust suit against the 
United States Steel Corporation from 
destroying books and papers desired 
by the government. 

The injunction was issued on petition 
of the department of justice which al- 
leges that several thuusand papers and 
documents which were used in the 
government’s criminal prosecution of 
the “wire pool” last fall, have been 
destroyed. 

The injunction, which is a temporary 
one, is to forbid the destruction of any 
other books: or papers which the gov- 
ernment may desire in the anti-trust 
suit. 

One portion of the government’s pe- 
tition seems to be susceptible of the 
interpretation that criminal indictments 
and prosecutions of certain officers of 
the steel corporation and its subsidia- 
ries are under consideration by the de- 
partment of justice. 

The Destroyed Papers. 

The destroyed papers were deliver- 
ed on June 29, 1911, by Federal Attor- 
ney Wise, to Charles MacVeagh, gen- 
eral solicitor of the United States Steel 
Corporation, who gave a written agree- 
ment, it is said, that he would keep 
the papers in hie personal charge sub- 
ject to examination by Mr. Wise or 
his assistants at any time. The gov- 
ernment opened negotiations for these 
papers in connection with the pending 
proceedings on January 26, and was 
informed, it was alleged, that they had 
been returned to the American Steel 
and Wire Company about October 1, 
1911, and that all the papers had been 
destroyed. 

The papers, it is charged in the gov- 
ernment’s petition, “contained matters 
tending to show that J. A. Farrell, 
formerly president of the United States 
Steel Products (export) Company, now 
president of the United States Steel 
Corporation, not only knew of said un- 
lawful pools and combinations describ- 
ed, but aided and abetted in their 
formation.” The opinion avers that cer- 
tain much wanted documents are in 
imminent danger of destruction, “be- 
cause there are officers of the United 
States Steel Corporation and its sub- 
Sidiaries who have not yet been in- 
dicted for, the practices which said pa- 
pers tend to show them guilty of, to 
wit: Of having been involved in the 
aforesaid unlawful association and also 
because none of the defendant com- 
panies has yet been indicted in respect 
thereto,” 

Tend to Show Guilt. 

The petition urged that numerous 
other papers were produced in the 
wire pool prosecution which contained 
data “tending to show the guilt of the 
American Steel and Wire Company, the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
the United States Steel Products (ex- 
port) Company.” 

“With occasional interruptions,” says 
the petition, “the subsidiaries of the 
United States Steel Corporation have 
from time to time been members of 
similar pools and agreements in re- 
spect to the several products manu- 
factured and sold by them in inter- 
state and foreign commerce, and there 
must be, unless they have ben already 
destroyed, among the records of the 
United States Steel Corporation or its 
subsidiary companies, correspondence, 
papers, reports, statements and ac- 
counts relating to said pools and agree- 
ments.”’ The rule issued by Judge 
Gray directing the defendants to show

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CREAT CROWD 
AT THE OPENER 


Ga'e City Athletic Club Stages 
First Bout

What was declared to be the largest 
crowd ever in attendance at a ringside 
in Atlanta, was present to witness the 
inaugural bouts of the Gate City Ath- 
letic club last night. 

The feature of the evening was the 
first of the two main bouts in which 
Jake Abel, of Chattanooga, gave Mike 
Saul, of Atlanta, one of the most com- 
plete lacings ever witnessed locally.

The only criticism 
heard during the evening was in re- 
gard to the long and tirésome delays 
between each bout, and the Managers 
declared that this would not occur 
again. The big club room was appro- 
priately decorated and everything pos- 
sible was done for the comfort of the 
patrons. 


Preliminaries Tame. 


The first bout of the evening was 

between two negroes, names unan- 
nounced, who put up a rattling good 
exhibition for three rounds, and then 
gave a fine exhibition of hugging in 
the fourth. This was not altogether 
the fault of both principals, however. 
One of the fighters who was designat- 
ed as “Dixie Kid” slowed up after the 
first two rounds, and it was his cling- 
ing and inability to go the distance 
that was largely responsible for the 
hugging. 
; The second preliminary of the even- 
ing was a scheduled four round bout 
between Jack Dougkerty, of Chatta- 
nooga, and Jack Vance. Vance was 
not allowed to go in the ring by the 
club physician because of illness and 
Willie Davis, a local boy, was substi- 
tuted. Davis stayed for two rounds 
but in the third Dougherty put him 
out. A majority of the crowd thought 
that the local boy quit cold. 


Al Kubiak to Bex Here. 


Al Kubaik refereed the two prelimi- 
nary bouts, and at their conclusion 
it was arinounced that he would fight 
here in the next two or three weeks. 
Telegrams from Battling Nelson and 
several other fighters were read, al! 
of whom are anxious to come here. 

Abel and Saul spent the. first half 
of the opening round in light sparing, 
but towards the close the Chattanooga 
boy forced the fighting and landed 
heavy once or twice just at the bell. 
From then until the ninth round when 
Referee Burke mercifully put a stop 
to the slaughter, Abel jabbed and 
Slashed and upper cut his opponent 
almost at will. In fact, Saul did not 
land but two dangerous blows during 
the entire bout, although he fought 
very desperately at times. In the 
second the local boy threw his left 
into Abel, and he counted again very 
heavily in the eighth. Aside from 
these two rushes, Abel forced the en- 
tire mill. Saul’s gameness was ré- 
markable. He took a great deal of 
punishment but seemed ready to come 
back for more at all times. 


Abel Showed Class. 

Abel handled himself excellently, his 
footwork was fast, and he landed his 
blows accurately. He was especially 
cruel in his in-fighting, and long be- 
fore the middle of the bout, he had 
his opponent cut to pieces. 

In the second round Saul pushed his 
opponent to the floor twice and once 
the Chattanooga boy -slipped after 


missing a long swing. About the same| 


time Saul landed one of his two hard- 
est blows, and many in the crowd be- 
lieved that the local boy would win. 

In the third frame, however, Abel 
came back very fast. If Saul -had a 
show during e entiré fight it was in 
the fourth. The boys sparred through- 
out this frame. The round was the 
most even of the match. 

Abel showed much class in the next 
two rounds, and his upper cuts liter- 
ally tore Saul’s face into ribbons. His 
face was bleeding in a dozen different 
places, but he stuck t@ his work game- 
ly. He was groggy in the seventh 
round and took great punishment. 
Late in this round he mixed up with 
Abel and landed a fierce left in the 
Chattanooga boy’s face, bringing the 
blood and straightening him up from 
his croutch position. 

In the eighth Abel landed almost at 
will, and at the close of the round 
forced Saul into a neutral ecorner 
where he rained blows upon him so 
fast that all Mike could do was to put 
up his hands and attempt to guard 
his face. Referee Burke stopped the 
mil] just before the bell, much to the 
satisfaction of the spectators. 

last Bout Tame. 

Coming after the fierce battle be- 
tween Saul and Abel, the big crowd 
was much disappointed in the second 
of the main bouts. Bert Keyes, of 
New York, went in the ring a big 
favorite over Joe Seiger, of Colorado. 
For eight rounds there was little real 
fighting with honors about even. The 
boys clinched for a greater part of 
the time, and the «<rowd kept calling 
on them for more fighting and less 
loving. 

In the ninth and tenth rounds Keyes 
cut loose and easily shaded Selger. 
Everybody thought that Keyes should 
have had the decision, including Seige:, 
who started to climb out between the 
ropes at the end of the fight. Referee 
Burke called him back and held up 
his hand with Keyes, signifying his 
decision of a draw.

He succeeds Captain W. G. Raoul, who 
recently resigned on account of ill 
health. 

H. L. Crumley and R, J: Guinn were 
elected vice presidents; R. F. Maddox 
was elected treasurer, and the follow- 
ing directors for three years were Sé- 
lected: Ivan E. Allen, Dr. John E. 
White, J. T,. Rose, J. C. Greenfield, Dr. 
David Marx, Morris Brandon, St. Elmo 
Wardlaw. 

Meeting Well Attended. 

The meeting was well attended. Sev- 
eral speeches were delivered, in all of 
which the work of the association was 
highly praised. In a short talk by 
Mr. Hopkins, a tribute of respect and 
esteem was paid Captain W. G. Raoul 
for his successful work with the in- 
stitution, and the fact that he had 
withdrawn from office was regretted 
by the entire membership. 

Dr. John EK. White, in a short but 
interesting speech, praised the work 
of Secretary Logan, saying that much 
of the success of the organization was 
due to the efforts of its secretary. In 
response, Mr. Logan paid tribute to 
the work already done by Mr. Hop- 
kins. 

The new president has been connect- 
ed with the Associated Charities 
throughout its seven years of exist- 
ence, and he has been a prime factor 
in the majority of its successful move- 
ménts, 

. Charities Has Busy Year. 

The Associated Charities had a busy 
year during 1911, according to the re- 
port of Secretary Joe Logan. Aid was 
rendered 1,787 cases, involving 4,097 
people. Of this number 403 were over 
60 years old, and 1,813 under 14. 

Physicians were called in 247 cases. 
No money was expended by the assv- 
ciation, however, for this work, as al: 
the calls were made voluntarily and 
without compensation. 

One hundred and sixty-eight persons 
were clothed by the association; 102 
were lodged and fed; 84 were furnish- 
ed transportation, and 137 persons“wera: 
secured employment, 

Out of the 1,854 appeals for aid, 67 
applicants were refused attention and 
118, upon investigation, were found to 
need no assistance. The number of 
feeble-minded, insane and _ epileptics 
noticed by the Charities number 215, 

The total amount of money expend- 
the association for charitable 
work in the elty was $17,444.34. This 
money is received by membership an- 
nual dues of $7,237.75; by contribu- 
tions for general work of $3,457.65, and 
by contributions for relief $4,120.31. 
The deficit in the treasury upon the 
ending of the 1911 fiscal year was 
$2,629.63, This was an increase of 
over $1,000 over the 1910 deficit. These 
figures do not include the subscriptions 
received during the recent campaign 
made by the young men’s committee, 
as this fund wiKd be expended during 
the present year.

Many Atlantans at Convention 
of Missionary Movement. 


C. A. Rowland, of Athens, Pre- 
sides Over Opening Session. 
Work m Foreign Mission 
Fields Shown in Stereopticon 
Lecture by Dr. H. F. Williams. 


A special train carrying more than 
sixty representatives of the Presbyter!t!- 
an churches of Atlanta and the vicini- 
ty left the city yesterday morning 
over the N., C. & St. L. for Chattanooga, 
where they go to attend a meeting 
of the laymen’s missionary movement. 

Among those who went to make up 
the party were representatives of each 
of the Presbyterian churches in the 
city and many others from neighbor- 
ing towns. The majority of the party 
ave laymen, but several ministers ac- 
companied the party. The special train 
which left the city at 8:30 o'clock was 
scheduled to reach Chattanooga shortly 
after 1 o'clock. 


Chattanooga, Tenn, February 6.— 
Bringing the slogan “evangelization 
of the world in this generation,” 2,000 
laymen of the Southern Presbyterian 
church and leaders of other denomina- 
tions met here today for the second 
general convention of the laymen’s 
missionary movement in the Presby- 
terian church in the United States. 

Today’s session was given over to 
recounting the history of the church's 
foreign mission work. “We claim a 
share in the history of modern mis- 
sions,” declareg Dr. James I. Vance, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church of Nashville, after the laymen 
had been welcomed to Chattanooga by 
Mayor Thompson. “Our share,” con- 
tinued Dr. Vance, “dates from the, 
days of those pioneer Presbyterian | 
missionaries when Davig Livingstone 
signed Africa for Christ and Robert 
Morrison claimed China for the cross, 

“In that period of American Pres- 
byterianism prior to the division, 
southern Presbyterians not only con- 
tributed their full quota of recruits 
for missionary work, but some of the 
earliest and most active missionary 
societies were in the south. In the 
First church, of Augusta, Ga, where 
the first general assembly met (De- 
cember 4, 1861), the Woman's Mis- 
sionary Society is a century old, 

Assembly at Augusta, 

“Among the first acts of the Augus- 
ta assembly was the recognition and 
assumption of the missionary obliga- 
tion. Recall the times. War rent the 
land. The south was engaged in a 
fearful conflict. Hate flamed in the 
red fires of sectional strife. Lamenta- 
tions overruined homes mingled with 
the dirge for the slain. At such a 
time the men who founded our Zion 
met to consider first, not their own 
fortunes, not the welfare and main- 
tenance of their own churches, but 
their missionary obligations.” 

Dr. Vance, outlining the extent’ of 
the work, paid tribute to workers in 
all fields and women of the church 
who have made missionary campaigns 
possible. The church has given in 
fifty years, he said, $5,925,296. One 
hundred and twelve missionaries are 
at work in seven countries; 60,000 pa- 
tients received treatment in eighteen 
hospitals; 319 self-supporting churches 
last year gave $53,423 and received 
3,836 converts. The meetings will con- 
tinue until Thursday night. 

Church Leaders Present. 

Among church leaders that arrived 
today were J. Campbell White, Robert 
E. Speer, D. Clay Lilly, Dr. Robert 
Vinson, of Austin, Texas; Dr. R. O, 
Flynn, of Atlanta; Dr. Edgbert W. 
Smith, secretary of the church’s mis- 
sion board. The mission field ° is 
represented by J. Fairman Preston, ot 
Korea; Motte Martin, of Africa, and 
W. H. Hudson, of China. Other no- 
tables are Dr. James L. Barton, secre- 
tary of the American board of com- 
missioners for foreign missions; Harry 
Wade Hicks, general secretary of the 
missionary educational movement; Dr. 
James lL. Howe, of Washington and 
Lee university; Dr. George W. Denny, 
president of the University of Ala- 
bama; Dr. Dwight Sloan, of Johns 
Hopkins university, ang Dr. W. R. 
Dobyns,’ of St. Josep.u, Mo. Southern 
Baptists are represented. by J. T. Hen- 
derson, of Bristol, Tenn., and southern 
Methodists are represented by John 
R. Pepper, of Memphis; the Episco- 
palians by R. W. Patton, depart- 
ment secretary in the south. 


Foreign Mission Debt. 


Action on the foreign mission debt 
of $100,000 is not scheduleg on the pro- 
gram. A church leader, however, 
said the same process initiated at Bir- 
mingham might be used. At the Bir- 
mingham meeting $70,000 was raised 
to offset this debt. 

Today's opening session was pre- 
sided over by C. A, Rowland, chairman 
of the laymen’s executive committee, 
of Athens, Ga. He thanked Chatta- 
nooga for their hospitality, then out- 
lined the convention's work. There 
was a lecture in the evening by Dr. 
H. F. Williams, editor of the educa- 
tional department of the executive 
committee. This address was illus- 
trated with stereopticon views, show- 
ing All the churches, hospitals and 
schools in the mission field. A re- 
ception to delegates and visitors at 
Dr. J. W. Bachman’s new church pre- 
ceded Dr. Wiiliams’ lecture. 

Tomorrow will be devoted to recep- 
tion of reports from the front. On 
Thursday the seminary students at 
the meeting will hear addresses by 
Robert E. Speer and Dr. Sloan. The 
regular session will be addressed by 
Mr. Speer, Mr. Hemphill, Dr. Denny 
and Dr. Flynn on “Life and Leader- 
ship.” 

On Thursday night there will be a 
farewell service for the band enlisted 
by J. Fairman Preston for the work 
in Korea.

LARGE DECREASE 
IN PINE LUMBER 


Fall of 11 Per Cent in Ship- 
ments Reported at Conven- 
tion of Manufacturers. 


New Orleans, February 6.—A de- 
crease of nearly 11 per cent in the 
shipments of yellow pine lumber for 
1911 under the ten-year average was 
recorded in the report submitted at 
the opening session of the twenty-sec- 
ond annual convention here today of 
the Yellow Pine Manufacturig As- 
sociation by Secretary George K. 
Smith. There had been a decrease in 
the shipments each month during the 
past year with the exception of Feb- 
ruary. 

The address of President J. L. 
Thompson was largely given to a plea 
for an increase in the membership of 
the association. 

While pointing to the large grain 
ang cotton crops of the past year and 
the activity in trade generally, Presi- 
dent Thompson said it had béen a lean 
year for the lumber. manufacturers, 
the production fell about one billion 
feet under the production of. 1910. 
This, he said, was simply the old story 
of over-production and under-con- 
sumption. He regarded the business 
of the year as unsatisfactory to the 
manufacturers. In some measure this

“The Climbers,” as presented last 
night by the Players’ Club of Atlanta, 
an organization composed of a nuni- 
ber of the most prominent men and 
women of the city, was unqualifiedly 
an artistic success, as to acting, set- 
ting and costuming. 

The gathering was one of the most 
representative and brilliant of any that 
has assembled at the Grand this sea- 
son. The boxes were like beds of vVa- 
riegated color, and throughout the or- 
chestra the sheen of bright silks and 
smiling facés added to the beauty of 
the scene. There were a number of 
box parties, presenting, as always, a 
festive air to the hotse. 

Limes Are Very Clever. 

The Fitch drama is well known; it 
was a favorite vehicle with Amelia 
Bingham. Many of its lines are ex- 
tremely clever and the title, more com- 
prehensive than at first appears, was 
a happy thought. All the characters 
are climbers, who are seeKing to rise 
in the social world. It is not a comedy 
alone; there is a real situation, and 
emotional demands are made upon the 
principal characters. The situation is 
that of a woman who has found her 
husband, the father of her son, to be 
a thief. Her own love for him has 
been killed by his neglect. Shall she 
cast him off and accept the love of the 
one man who has been her friend 
through everything? The situation 
calls for the finest acting; the actress 
is in perilous straits who undertakes 
the part, for the slightest overdoing 
will cast the role into hopeless melo- 
drama. To all demands made upon her, 
Mrs. Ulric Atkinson, as Mrs. Sterling 
responded with a quickness of appre- 
ciation, of true understanding of what 
was called for, that was little less than 
amazing in one not on the professional 
stage. 

In the earlier scenes, in which she 
takes her stand against the inherent 
vulgarity of her mother and younger 
sister, when it is discovered that thelr 
father has died penniless, the restrain- 
ed strength with which she held her- 
self in indicated at once what 
thight be expected of her in even more 
trying ordeals. And for these she was 
prepared. Mrs. Atkinson was at her 
best perhaps in the scene in Which sh» 
recalls to her husband the story of 
their courtship, and then tells him she 
will not cast him off, weak and bad as 
he may be. 

Fulfills Exacting Role, 

Mrs. John Marshall Slaton, as Miss 
Hunter, a sister of the dead man, ful- 
filled the requirements of an ¢éxact- 
ing role, a part calling, as did Mrs. 
Atkinson’s, for powers held in leash. 
Her love affair with Frederick Mason 
can never be consummated because 
his wife is hopelessly insane, and she 
herself. disapproves of divorce. Yet, 
in her climbing for happiness, she 
can understand the trials of others, 
especially of her niece. Her sympa- 
thy was so finely shown, her attitude 
towards the different characters with 
whom she came in contact, so nicely 
regulated, as to indicate hours of 
work on her part, or rather, an intui- 
tive understanding of her relation to 
them. It was evident from the first— 
a thing rare in amateur plays—that 
Mrs. Slaton knew the necessity of 
presenting a different surface to each 


member of the cast, of fitting herself 


as the occasion required. Her acting 
was of a protean type; she developed 
the part, growing with each scene, 
until the culmination of the play. 

Mrs. Emily Carter Divine, as the 
widow of Hunter, didn’t act the part 
of this climber into high social 
places; she was the part. No higher 
compliment couki. be paid her pre- 
sentation than this happy realism. 
There was a delightful vulgarity 
about her actinga quality evident 
also in the performance .of Miss 
Charles Owens, as Clara Hunter, her 
“mother’s own daughter’—that show- 
ed a high quality of artistic under- 
Standing. One thing can be urged 
against Mrs. Divine’s presentation, 
and for that she is not, or rather is, 
responsible; she couldn’t and didn’t 
look the part of a mother of three 
grown daughters. Her piquant love- 
liness of face was persistently obtru- 
Sive every time she walked on the 
stage; persistently destructive, that 
is to say, of the idea that she was a 
dowager widow. ,

Mrs. R. L, Cooney, as Jéssica Hunt, 
gave a d@ignified portrayal of one of 
the climbing Hunters, who was not a 
climber in the or@inary sense of the 
word. Her quiet, resolute bearing 
was in marked contrast with the flip- 
pant woridliness of Clara, played by 
Miss Owens. 

Miss Harry Fumade played the role 
of a maid, Tompson, a slight role, but 
one to which she gave individuality, 
and made it stand out. 

Thornton Marye Superb. 

No doubt was left in the minds of 
Monday night’s audience*as to the 
consummate @bility of Mr. P. Thorn- 
ton Marye as an actor, He por 
trayed the part of the husbang with 
@ freulistic art that was a delight 
from beginning to end. He did not 
falter in his portrayal of the essen- 
tially weak, rather than wicked, man. 
To his lot fell the scénhe of keenest 
Suspénse in e play; when he hesi- 
tatés as to whether or not to take 
the overdose of morphine. It was a 
splendid performance he gave, one 
finished in every detail. 

Mr. Tom Donaldson played the part 
of the friend to the woman he loved, 
With gréat skill. It called for 
strength of a reserved character, and 
Mr, Donaldson showéd himself the 
possessor of it in no small measure. 
His contrast to the weak-willed hus- 
band waé striking, a result produced 
by the finished acting of both men.

Frank M. Ryan, president of the In- 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, ang Herbert 
S. Hockin, the secretary-treasurer, 
when informed of the indictments re- 
fuseg to comment, except to repeat 
their statements that J. J. McNamara 
acted on his own responsibility when 
he organized his “dynamiting crew.” 
Hockin succeeded McNamara as secre- 
tary-treasurer of the association, 

Long Inquiry. 

With the return of the indictments 
District Attorney Miller completed an 
inquiry begun last October and the 
federal grand jury ended six weeks’ 
hearing of testimony, in which, it is 
sagt, McManigzal’s confession, given 
before, the jurors verbally in detail 
and involving others, and papers 
taken from the headquarters of the 
iron workers had important bearing. 

Those papers were said not-only to 
have shown under what circumstances 
McManigal was induced to start into 
the dynamiting business against “open 
shop” contractors, beginning in De- 
troit in June, 1907, but also to throw 
light on the $1,000 a month allowed 
McNamara - for Organizing purposes. 

It took the grand jury just ten 
minutes to vote the indictments. The 
grand jury filed into Judge Ander- 
Son’s‘court at 2:10 p. m. with two suit 
cases of indictments. 

“Have you anything 
asked Judge Anderson. 

“We have thirty-three indictments,” 
responded Herbert M. Glossbrenner, 
the foreman, handing the bundles of 
typewritten documents to a clerk. 

“This court thinks some expression 
of gratitude is due you for your. faith- 
fulness,” said Judge Anderson. “You 
will not be dismisseg at this time. as 
it is possible, but not probable, you 
may be recalled before the end of the 
term in May.” 

Dynamite Conspiracy. 

District Attorney Miller, first ex- 
plaining that only thirty-two of the 
indictments pertained to the dynamite 
conspiracy, then held a conference 
with Judge Anderson, at which the is- 
Suance of capiases and fixing of bond 
were arranged. 

Some delay in forwarding copies of 
the indictments to the federal districts 
Where the defendants are to be ar- 
rested would ensue, Mr. Miller said, 
because three thousand typewritten 
sheets had to be transcribed. The ar- 
rests of men even within easy reach 
would not be effected at once, he said, 
because by demanding a copy of his 
indictment on arrest, the defendant 
ie reveal the names of others. 

“dt is our plan to facilita 4 
of our agents that are ve Sight 
arrests Over the country by not mak- 
ing public the names until all are 
within hands’ reach,” said Mr. Miller. 
“All the arrests are to be made on 
the same day, wherever the men live 
Or may be sojourning. 

“The arrests may not be made until 
Saturday of this week or Monday of 
next. There are three thousand iype- 
written pages in the indictments and 
a cOpy must accompany the capiases. 
Two days probably will be reauired 
for the clerical work and the processes 
must then be delivered to the United 
States marshals of the various dis- 
tricts in which ‘they are to be served. 
All this will require four or five 
days,”

Walter Drew, counsel for the Na- 
tional Erectors’ Association, an organ- 
ization of ‘“‘open shop’”’ iron and steel 
contractors, whose members have suf- 
fered from explosions against their 
property, called at the district attor- 
ney’s office.
